|German, Jap Spy Rings Began In 


U. S. in 1935, FBI Agent Declares 


There were German and Jap- 
anese spy rings operating in the 
United States as early as 1936 
in preparation for the war that 
came five years later, William 
Skousin, special agent for the 
FBI field office in Les Angeles, 
Rotarians at the 
Upland Woman’s club Wednes- 
day. 

“Hitler had 


German fuehrer for the United 


States as early as 1933,” he de- | 


clared, ‘and many of our secrets 
were already known to the Ger- 
mans.” 

Revealing the work 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in combatting the fifth col- 
umn forces, Mr. Skousin said: 

“The battle of America was 
fought underground, fought be- 
fore war was declared in 1938, 
1939,° 1940 and 1941.” 

Declaring that there were var- 
ious times during the war when 
the possibility of our losing the 
war was very definite. Mr. Skou- 
sin called for “eternal vigilance” 
on the part of the American peo- 
ple to prevent finding themselves 
in the same predicament again. 

“New that peace has come 
again, there is a tendency among 
the American people to suffer 


the unity and purposefulness that | 


we had during the war,” he said. 
“As long as there are people with 
wmperialistic ambitions and as 
long as there are people not liv- 
ing the good life as we know it. 
we must ever remain alert and 
vigilant.” 

Mr. Skousin said that it was no 
braggadocio to admit the fact that 
no people, no matter how great, 
can win any war without first 
defeating the United States. 

“But we have a responsibility 
that goes with it. We must not 
be weak again and we will have 
the respect of all nations if we 
are vigilant and alert,” he said. 

Mr. Skousin also related some 
of the cases with which the FiBI 
had dealth particularly in 
apprehending 
and said that the support cf the 
people as a whole made the suc- 
cessful drive of the FBI against 
gangsters possible. 

Stating that the gangster era 
ended in 1936, he said, “There 
wouldn’t be any crime at all—no 
gangsters if there weren’t crook- 
ed business men to _ distribute 
their loots and
